Once again “ reliable sources 
indi­ 
cate that if the United States stopped 
bombing North 
Vietnam, 
talks 
b e ­ 
tween Hanoi and Washington could 
b e ­ 
gin three or four weeks later. 
This time the word came in a speech 
by North Vietnam Premier Pham Van 
Dong. The speech included a sentence 
that said: “ If the American side real­ 
ly desires conv ersations, it should first 
cease unconditionally the bombings and 
ev ery other act of war against the Dem­ 
ocratic Republic of Vietnam." 
The newest speculation 
on 
peace 
talks is not based upon what was in­ 
cluded in that sentence, but what was 
not. Some observ ers seem to be im­ 
pressed by the omission of the word 
“ permanent" applied to Hanoi's de­ 
mands for U. S- withdrawal of troops 
and cessation of the bombing. 
Ev ery one would like to see an end 
to the war in Vietnam, and most Amer­ 


icans would be happy to endorse a ces­ 
sation of the bombing if they were con­ 
v inced it would bring the communists 
to the peace table for meaningful talks. 
But there is good reason to be skep­ 
tical. What the North Vietnamese pre­ 
mier say s in public is not necessarily 
what he is say ing priv ately . 
Real progress toward peace can only 
be made if the peace feelers that are 
constantly being put out through the 
U. S. gov ernment’s v arious contacts 
are acknowledged by Hanoi- 
When the communists are ready to 
discuss peace the 
State 
Department 
will hear of it and the necessary steps 
will be taken to create the proper at­ 
mosphere for peace talks. 
Until this happens, it would be the 
height of idiocy to rely on false hopes 
from any thing the Hanoi gov ernment 
say s publicly , whether or not it is echo­ 
ed bv U Thant.

But there is good reason to be skep­ 
tical. What the North Vietnam ese pre­ 
mier says in public is not necessarily 
what he is saying privately. 
Real progress toward peace can only 
be made if the peace feelers that are 
constantly being put out through the 
U. S. governm ent's various contacts 
are acknowledged by Hanoi- 
When the com m unists are ready to 
discuss peace the 
State 
D epartm ent 
will hear of it and the necessary steps 
will be taken to create the proper at­ 
mosphere for peace talks. 
Until this happens, it would be the 
height of idiocy to rely on false hopes 
from anything the Hanoi government 
says publicly, whether or not it is echo­ 
ed bv U Thant.

A Colorado expert on atm ospheric re­ 
search has a hunch about the cause of 
the unusual cold sum m er in the Mid­ 
west this year. 
It’s because m an ’s indiscrim inate pol­ 
lution of the air m ay be c a u s i n g the 
e arth ’s tem perature to cool, believes 
Dr. Jam e s P. Lodge of the National 
Center for Atmospheric R esearch at 
Boulder. And if air pollution continues 
as it has, he w arns, m an m ay be set­ 
ting off another ice age. 
The obvious reaction is a hearty 
laugh- Those who enjoyed the m oun­ 
tain-air crispness of the sum m er m ay 
also be tem pted to buck for m ore air 
pollution, not less. 
W eatherm en say the cool sum m er 
happened because of an unusual pat­ 
tern of low and high pressures, which 
funneled cold arctic air over the plains. 
The area recorded one other sum m er 
even colder — back in 1915, when air 
pollution w as far from being nation­ 


wide or as heavy as in 1967. 
A final argum ent of scoffers might be 
that if pollutants brought on the chill, 
then Los Angeles and New York should 
already be far into the ice age. 
Let's don't laugh too heartily, how­ 
ever. Chicago experienced a frighten­ 
ing smog the other day. Dr. Lodge 
says recent surveys reveal m an-m ade 
air pollution has reached as far as the 
South Pole 
“The most crucial effect of the air 
pollution is that we are putting enough 
into the atm osphere so that we are 
changing the am ount of sunlight reach­ 
ing the earth," said Dr. Lodge. Prior 
to 1950. the e arth ’s average tem pera­ 
ture had been increasing gradually. 
Since then it has fallen one-half of 
a degree. If present conditions escalate, 
we c o u l d be into the ice age within 
our children’s lifetime, or by the year 
2030.

Free Economy Spreads

VICHY, France — The Mont 
Pelerin Society of international 
economists, an organization Blat 
has greater fame in Europe 
than in America (former Chan­ 
cellor Erhard of Germany and 
former President Einaudi of Itr 
aly were among its founders), 
bas been carrying on its deliber­ 
ations this year in the old cap­ 
ital of dismembered, wartime 
France. I’he 
enemies 
of the 
Mont Pelenans are the same as 
always: the planners w’ho would 
force businessmen every’where 
to carry out the dictates of the 
State, 
the 
inflationist* 
who 
would flay for the mistakes of 
the politicians 
by 
debauching 
the currency, the neo-socialists 
w ho 
would 
nationalize 
t h e 
“commanding heights” of indus­ 
try, the fake liberals who would 
substitute the t a s t e s of a self­ 
constituted elite for the tastes of 
the marketplace. And, as usual, 
the Mont Pelerians carry with 
them the air of an embattled 
minority. 
Their sadness, which is the 
sadness of the old-style liberal 
everywhere, is understandable. 
The 
“ economic 
m iracle” 
of 
West Germany, which resulted 
from the application of Mont 
Pelerin free principles by E r­ 
hard when he w as the economic 
mentor of the Bonn government, 
has reached a state of pause. 
England, which has just nation­ 
alized its steel industry for the 
second time, is faced with tile 
worst unemployment since 
tile 
Nineteen Thirties. De Gaulle is 
attempting to foist more and 
more compulsions on a French 
economy that has always had 
too much 
arbitrary 
top-down 
planning And the United State.*,, 
with its price level menanced by 
the 
huge 
costs 
of 
the Viet­ 
namese War, is not in condition 
to help anyone. 
Yet the Mont Pelerians have 
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no 
real cause 
for complaint. 
What is good in Europe today 
is the result of the brave de­ 
fense of the free economy which 
they put up immediately after 
World War II. I came over to 
Vichy from southern Germany 
with an engineer who builds tun 
nels in Switzerland. He is a Ger­ 
man Swiss who commands a 
work battalion of Italians. The 
job he is doing w ith an out of 
state labor force makes Europe 
more and more open as the phy­ 
sical obstacles to north-south 
travel disappear. The Germans 
drive south to the sun and take 
over the Costa Brava in Spain; 
Italians and 
Yugoslavs 
move 
into France, Switzerland, and 
West Germany to do the hard 
labor. 
Customs 
barriers 
are 
down in the European Economic 
Community, and nobody really 
bothers to check travelers’ lug­ 
gage at the borders any more. 
West Europe, despite the em­ 
phasis on nationalism, is a free 
unit beyond the dreams of the 
Mont Pelerians as of 1948. 
Moreover, despite the parti­ 
sans of socialist planning, it is 
going to become more, not less, 
free in tile future. A year from 
now, as of July I, 1968, the free 
movement of labor in the six 
countries of the European Com­ 
mon Market will be formalized 
as 
something 
of 
absolute in­ 
dividual right. What this means 
is that men will be able to 
move without the formality of 
work perm its, w here tile jobs 
are, with no questions asked. 
If the movement of labor is 
free*, and if customs barriers no 
longer 
exist, 
the 
nationalist 
planners who wish to impose 
their tastes on tile community 
have two strikes against them. 
The effect on Italy, to take the 
hardest case among the Com­ 
mon Market nations, could be 
momentous. For the unemploy* 
ment 
that 
bas 
dogged 
Italy 
south of Rome could vanish w itll 
the emigration of even the most 
unskilled of the young. 
The Mont Pelerians have not 
unposed a 
classical economic 
dogmatism on tile thinking that 
guides the finance ministries of 
West Europe. But where Key­ 
nesian compensatory action is 
undertaken by the West Ger­ 
man government, lur example, 
it is done with an understand­ 
ing that the uidividual business 
enterprise must retain its ability 
to make its own decisions. The 
Federal government at B o n ii 
sets up a compensating fund at 
the Central Bank which can be 
run up rn times of boom and run 
down in depression. During re­ 
cessions an “investment bonus” 
may be granted to industry that 
is deductible from taxes. But the 
sales and investment strategies 
of business are respected 
So the Mont Pelertan haven't 
done badly. And this columnist, 
who has been a member of the 
society for some years, must bid 
bis colleagues to be of good 
cheer. Who knows, they may 


even persuade the United States 
to adopt free economic princi­ 
ples before they are through.
